MCDUFF SIMPSON. 


The people of Bryan were sur­ 
prised with the intelligence, re­ 
ceived early yesterday morning, 
that 
Mr. 
McDuff Simpson was 
dead. 
This news was received 
not only with surprise, but with 
the deepest regret for 
the 
Joss 
of one of our best and most useful 
citizens— lost to his family and to 
the community while yet in the 
very prime of life, with apparent­ 
ly many years of usefulness stretch­ 
ing out before him. 
On Friday last, about noon, Mr. 
Simpson was stricken down. 
He 
was afflicted with appendicitis, of 
which he had had attacks before 
in the last year. 
Sunday night 
his life was despaired of, and Mon­ 
day morning at 2:30 o’clock his 
spirit passed from its earthly tene­ 
ment. 
Mr. Simpson was about 36 years 
old—his exact age not known at 
this writing. 
He leaves a wife and 
4 children. 
He was a member of 
the Presbyterian church, and of 
Bryan Tent No. 16, K. O. T. M. 
His friends were legion, and to his 
sorely bereaved family their sym ­ 
pathies go out, for one and all real­ 
ize the great loss of this widow and 
these little orphans, in the sudden 
taking away of the strong man, 
their shield and protector. 
A more 
affectionate and tender-hearted hus­ 
band and father did not live than 
this man was to those entrusted to 
his caie. 
Mr. Simpson was a man of un­ 
usual attainments and usefulness 
in his calling— truck farming and 
progressive agriculture. 
Though 
lacking in scholarly attainments 
he became a student of books and 
other literature of farming in con­ 
nection with their practical appli­ 
cation by the labor of his hands 
and made such gryat progress that 
before he died he had become an 
authority on subjects pertaining to

The untimely death of such a 
man is a loss to society, and to 
the cause of progress. 
He was 
full of plans for the future, and 
every ambition extended beyond 
his own personal advancement or 
selfish ends, and their fruition 
would have made the world some­ 
what better for his having lived in 
it. 
He was tenderly devoted to his 
his family, and about his little girl, 
“ Baby R u th ” more espeeialy was 
centered m any a fond dream of 
the future. 
To nurture the tender 
plant in hot bed and garden was 
his calling, and affection for this 
little girl was a very tender plant 
that was rooted deep in his heart.

funeral was at 
the city 
cemetery yesterday afternoon,under 
the auspices of the Bryan Tent K. 
O. T. M., and the services were 
conducted by Dr. J. D. West.
